COMMENTS 
Cash 

All receipts as recorded were examined and the cash for 
same was found to have been deposited in the bank, as sum- 
marized on Exhibit B. 

Expenditures were made by check from properly authorized 
warrants, supported by invoices and payrolls on file, as sum- 
marized on Exhibits B and D. 

The cash balance was reconciled with the Hanis as per detail 
shown on Schedule 1. 

Taxes—Property and Poll 

The 1944 tax commitment was found to be in agreement with 
the Assessors’ records. The balance due from the Collector on 
this commitment is represented by unpaid taxes taken from 
the records as summarized on Schedule 2, with supporting detail 
being shown on Schedule 2-a. The unpaid prior years’ taxes are 
also shown on Schedules 2 and 2-a. 

Payments recorded as received on tax liens and deeds were 
found to have been applied against the proper items and those 
still remaining unpaid are summarized on Schedule 3, with 
supporting detail being shown on Schedule 3-a. 

The cash collection of the current year’s taxes was 95.3%;. 
while all taxes collected during 1944, both current and prior, 
amounted to 102.9%, as jokes the current commitment.

The trust fund investments were examined and are shown in 
detail on Schedules 6, 6-a, b and ec. All income withdrawn 
appeared to have been properly expended and the balance was 
left on deposit. 


Net Surplus 
Reference to Exhibit A indicates that as of the close of the 


municipal year, there was a Net Surplus in the amount of $14,- 
789.96 as compared to a Net Surplus of $13,689.59 shown a year 
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previous. This represents.a beneficial change of $1,100.37, which 
is analyzed on Exhibit E of this report. 
General 

Our test check of paid invoices and payrolls indicated they 
‘were proper charges and correctly recorded. 

Victory and Withholding Tax deductions were examined and 
appeared to be properly recorded. Deductions were made, re- 
ceipts issued for same and the monies deposited in the local bank 
monthly. 

The records of dog licenses issued by your Town Clerk showed 
collections in the sum of $3851.60, however, $348.90 was paid to 
the State Treasurer, thus leaving a balance due the state of 
$2.70. 

With the exception of cash and trust funds, no external verifi- 
cation was made of your asset and liability accounts.

Auditing 

. Our books are examined by the State Department of Auditing 
annually, and a very thorough job is done. The cost of the 1944 
audit which we will need to raise in town meeting is $280.00. 
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Cost of Collecting Taxes 


Unfortunately there are a few who do not respond’ to the ap- 
peals of the collector of taxes, consequently, some of these have 
to be left with an attorney. This expense will decrease when 
these few realize that taxes must be paid. ; 


Protection 


Civilian defense has not cost us much this year and at the pres- 
ent time is not costing anything. 

Municipal court expense ineludes the care and maintenance of 
the court house on Dept. Street. 


Our fire protection costs us more than in former years, partly 
because folks persist in starting fires without permits and many 
grass fires result. 


Our insurance is almost a fixed account and the business is 
divided between the agencies in town. 


Health and Sanitation 


Our board of health have a great many pr shies many of them 
caused by the lack of a sewage system.in town. See.report-on a 
‘following page. . ‘ean 
The Public Health Nurse has rendered a eet service. :The 
cost as shown by the financial report was $212.00. > 

The town dump is a very necessary evil and one that is most 
badly abused. After the dump is cleaned back in good shape 
some folks persist in dumping waste right in the road. ‘There 
is another criminal who dumps waste along our Bde cease 
: making the whole town look like a dump. +; 

Perhaps the greatest offender is the one who persists in setting 
the dump on fire regardless of the weather or even a “Fire Bah”. 

The Northern Cumberland Memorial Hospital has received 
financial help from the taxpayers for 2 years and has rendéred 
great service to the community. zi aa 


Highways and Bridges 2 
While a great deal has been done to improve the ante of 

Bridgton in the past years, the future progress of the town de- 

pends to a great extent upon the further improving of the roads. 


As labor, material and equipment have been very hard to get 


a great deal has had to go undone in the more recent years. 
The most of our effort has been to preserve the existing roads 
- by providing ditches and watercourses leaving extensive improve- 
ments for the future. ae 


“ 
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Road tar was available without restrictions last summer and we 
used all we could handle with a small crew. Our 1943 Excise Tax 
money was used for this purpose. We have several roads that 
would be suitable for tar treatment with a small amount of 
preparation. 

Snow Removed 

This is always a difficult problem, as we try to keep our roads 
usable at a reasonable cost to the taxpayer. While our equip- 
ment is old we have not had any serious hold-ups in the work 
the past year. Practically all the repair work has been done in 
the Town Garage by our own crew. : 

We have now three trucks for road work: 

1941 Ford 

1936 International 

F.W.D. 

1936 7% ton caterpillar tractor 
Power Grader 

Besides these we have hired a 4 ton International tractor by 
the hour. 

We have a plow for each one of these vehicles. 

When we avoid breakdowns we are able to keep the roads 
open. Other road equipment consists of a good caterpillar road 
machine, 2 sanders, a mixer for tar cold patch or concrete, a 
road hone used mostly for mulching road when tarring and a 
small steam thawing machine, a fair supply of small tools. 
State Aid Road Construction 

We had 3 years third class maintenance money, (we are obliged 
by law to raise this each year) which we could spend for State 
Aid Construction. The road which had been designated as State 
Aid Construction Road is the Knight’s Hill Road. Part of this 
had been based with W.P.A. but no surface material had been 
applied. As a result this road was getting bad. With the money 
on hand and anticipating the 1945 3rd class maintenance money 
(and with the approval of the State Highway Commission), based 
about 1,000 ft., surfaced 5,850 ft. and applied tarvia to the same 
length; there is 2,500 ft. of this road left to be built and will 
‘cost about $3,000.00 as very little work has been done to this 
portion. 

Special Resolve . 

The 1943 Legislature provided $1,500 for Bridgton for 2 years 
for the Burnham Road, so called: with this money we built 1,200 
feet of road from the Portland road towards South Bridgton. 
This piece of road is ready for tar surface and should receive 
it this year, 
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Charities and Corrections — Town Poor 

Although the number of cases requiring assistance have been 
less, the cost has advanced. One very serious expense for the 
needy is fuel. This is very critical as it is not only expensive 
but hard to find at any price. 


State Poor 


Any person who does not have a settlement in any town or 
city in the state becomes a state case when they require public 
assistance. The town where the person is when in distress must 
provide relief and collect from the town of settlement or the 
state as the case may be. We have a few State cases and are 
being reimbursed by the State Treasurer. 

Any child that is committed to the custody of the state receives 
care under the supervision of the Social Worker. 

Most of these are in nice homes under conditions just as near 
normal as possible. 

The town where the child has a settlement pays two-thirds of _ 
the cost of support. This in many cases is a very heavy expense > 
to the town. There is a bill in the legislature to relieve the town — 
of this expense. This bill should receive passage. ; 


Aid to Dependent Children 


Children who are without support and are in the care and cus- 
tody of the blood relation are eligible for relief, under this ac- 
count. The attention of this relief is carried out by a State Social 


Worker and is financed by the State, Federal, and Municipal . z 


Government. The amount of relief given is based on a budgetary 
basis expense to the Town of Bridgton for past years. This ac- 
count was $732. 
Recreation — Bathing Beach 

For several years the town has paid for supervision and in- 
struction for swimming at the foot of Highland Lake. The past 
year, Marjory Trudell was instructor. Many of Bridgton’s chil- 


dren have been benefited by this instruction. A movement is in. 


force to broaden our recreational facilities to a year-round service 
for all ages. This is recommended by Federal and State agencies. 
Gare of Picnic and Camp Grounds 

Bridgton is fortunate in having several desirable picnic and 
camp grounds. In order to keep these in usable condition a cer- 


tain amount of care is necessary. Due to limited transportation 


32 


these grounds have not been used as much as in past years. 
However a certain amount of care and cleaning has been neces- 
sary in the past year, which has cost $115.07. 
Cemeteries — Maintenance 

The regular care in the Forest Hill and South High Street 
Cemeteries has been done by Ellsworth Hill, with occasional 
extra help.. This work consists of mowing the grass, repairing 


the drives and raking and removing leaves and other waste from | 


the grounds.. 

We also cared for 54 lots by special agreement with the lot 
owner -at $3.00 each, and we have 164 lots that are receiving 
perpetual care. In the Forest Hill Cemetery we have a section 
that hag been graded, surfaced, and will be finished in one large 
strip and will be kept mowed, with the lawn mower. The space 
in this: seetion will be sold completed:-and including perpetual 


care for $35.00 per grave space. This plan has been received 
very favorably by a number of people and some spaces have al- 
ready heen ‘sold: 

A portion of this money has to go for the cost of the space 
and the work in preparing it and the balanee will be invested in 
a Trust Fund for the care of this section. 

Many feel that this is a real advantage as they can have as 
many spaces as they need with no worry or bother about the 
care of it. By grading a rough place near the tomb we have a 
number of good lots available. Not as much work has been done 
in some of the outside cemeteries as we would like to have done 
because help could not be found. The North Bridgton and South 
Bridgton yards are well cared for by their own associations. 
The Town’s responsibility being the lots for which we hold trust 
funds and veteran’s graves. 

Forest Hill Cemetery 

The;money derived from the sale of lots in this cemetery, has 
been accumulating and before long some of-it should be used to 
acquire land for more cemetery room, : 

Whenever an addition is made it should be laid out properly 
and some restrictions ‘made on the use of it in order to keep 
down the eost: of maintenance, and insure attractive grounds. 


Good, well-cared-for cemeteries, are a real asset to any com- 
munity.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Members of the Superintending School Committee and 
Citizens of the Town of Bridgton: 


I hereby submit my fifth annual report of the financial condi- 
tion and progress of the Bridgton schools. 

In these times when parents are absorbed by the war effort, 
children are being transferred from one school to another, 
teachers are attracted to better paying positions, and various 
agencies expect schools to render certain social services, greater 
demands than ever are being placed upon the public school 
system. 

In Bridgton we are fortunate in having been able to fill, with 
qualified teachers, such vacancies as have occurred in our teach- 
ing staff and to keep the schools operating in an efficient manner. 
Even with increasing demands upon education there must be no 
lessening of efficiency in the teaching of the fundamentals, of the 
classics or of good living. However, for the immediate future and 
for the reconstruction period, there is a definite trend toward a 


greater degree of equality in educational opportunity and a more . 


dynamic school program, to be attained through consolidation 
and enrichment of courses. We shall soon be living in a world 
with mechanical devices, social conditions and manners of life 
to which we are unaccustomed. Citizens of tomorrow will need 
to be specially trained to meet new conditions. It is now definitely 
the responsibility of schools to prepare youth for more effective 
living in home and community. 

In the Manual Training Department of our course in Industrial 
Education we have already been able to make certain improve- 
ments which are directly in line with the popular trend. The 
benches have been rearranged to provide more floor space. Wood- 
working machinery has been placed to better advantage and one 


good piece of machinery has been installed. A. metal-working . 


lathe and shaper will soon be added through the kindness of the 
Department of Education and our working program will gradually 
include more shop work and less of the fine cabinet work of 
former years. The Home Economics Department is keeping 
abreast of the times and renders expert service in connection 
with the Canning Center and School Lunch. 

Changes in the personnel of our teaching staff introduce Miss 
Angie Reed as English teacher, Miss Dorothea Dowell as History 
teacher, Miss Dorothy Sirles as Commercial teacher, Miss Lillian 
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Savage, Junior High Assistant, Mrs. Leola Adams at Primary B 
and Mrs. Florence Draper, already succeeded by Mrs. Annie 
Richardson at Primary A. I wish to express my hearty apprecia- 
tion for the earnest effort of these teachers as well as the in- 
defatigable performance of those who have long been guiding our 
children. 

During the year several interested citizens including Frank M. 
Stone, Frank McCann and Rev. Frank Oldridge have donated 
reference books which are of real value. We wish to thank them. 
Last year the children of the grade schools combined bought 
$2200.00 worth of stamps and bonds. Since September, 1944 the 
sales are approximately as follows: Grade VIII, $875; Grade VII, 
$155.00; Grade VI, $250.00; Grade V, $90.00 and Grade IV, $120.00.

Report of High School Principal 


To the Officers and Citizens of the Town of Bridgton: 
I submit herewith my annual report as principal of your high 


school. 


Wartime conditions continue to make heavy in-roads upon the 
senior classes of our high schools. Many of our boys are drafted 
before they begin the senior year and others enlist during the 
year in order to enter some preferred branch of the service. TN) 
large number, realizing the imminence of military service leave 
‘school and go to work for a while before being called. Many of 
the girls lose interest and although doing well in school, drop 


ha ah ti eens 
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out to go to work or get married. Our graduating class will be 
the smallest this June for many years; numbering seventeen 
members at present.

The enrollment has fallen off at the time of this report to 137 
of which 36 are tuition pupils from other towns. 

Bridgton has been particularly fortunate during these times 
in securing a corps of competent teachers in view of the constant 
change in personnel in both the high and graded schools. I 
doubt if the public, as a whole, realizes the enormous respon- 
sibility which has been thrust upon Superintendent Keyes of 
hiring teachers when there are practically no teachers to be had. 
He deserves great credit for the efficiency with which he has 
kept the schools going in spite of constant resignations through- 
out his union, both during vacation and term time. 

There are no changes in courses or policies to report on this 
year except that the athletic program has been considerably cur- 
tailed due to lack of interest and the difficulty of transporting 
teams. Much of the apparent lack of interest is due to the fact 
that large numbers of our boys live in other towns or point in 
Bridgton outside the village. The school bus schedule and lack 
of gas for their private cars, coupled with the fact that many of 
them are needed at home or on other jobs, makes it impossible 
for them to participate to any extent in school activities. 

1 am glad to report that the morale of the school is excellent 
with the pupils making a good record in citizenship and applica- 
tion to their studies. We have a fine group of boys and girls 
from Bridgton and surrounding towns, of which their parents may 
well be proud. 

Twenty seniors were graduated in June 1944; the three highest 
honors being won by Norma Ward, Elaine Craig and Idyllene 
Smith. The Lions Club prize of ten dollars was awarded to 
Donald Cockburn and the Literary Club prize of a similar -sum 
was won by Elaine Craig. 

Three of last years’ graduates are in the army; two in college; 
three in business college and two are married. The others are 
all employed in Bridgton or other communities. 
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At the annual Junior Speaking Contest held in April 1944, the 
first prizes were won by Patricia Sanborn and Thomas Skelton 
with second prizes awarded to Virginia Purington and Wyvern 
Smith. 

I should like to express my appreciation through this report 
for the many gifts of books and prizes to the high school and for 
the fine cooperation of the citizens of Bridgton in school affairs.

Report of the Public Health Nurse 
1944 7 


The ultimate objective of public health and education is to 
make a better place in which to live. Methods of accomplishing 
this are many. However, we can no longer maintain the concept 
of the individual as solely responsible for health maintenance. 
It is necessary for the community to assume an increasing share 
in this. The detection and prevention of communicable diseases 
cannot be handled adequately by any one group of individuals. 

All over the world health education is assuming importance, 
Moreover, it is winning wider recognition as a distinctive pro- 
cedure for the promotion of public health. 


The public health nurse is concerned with the total health of - 


the community, and individual variations in human behavior and 
their significance in the preservation of health. She uses the 
principles of mental hygiene and their application, for making 
nurse-patient and worker-to-worker relationships more produc- 
tive to all concerned. The knowledge of nutrition to health and 
to normal growth and development including signs of poor nutri- 
tion is necessary for home visiting where this problem is evident. 

The public health nurse encourages cortinuous health super- 
vision. She brings people who are not receiving medical super- 
vision or care, into touch with available resources. She helps 
the individual plan his daily life in a way to enable him to make 
the most of medical advice and all other health services at his 
disposal. She is willing to aid in the development of community 
resources for health education and prevention and treatment of 
‘illness by contributing to general knowledge of needs and by 
sharing in community planning and action. 

The maternal and infant program means the teaching of ex- 
pectant mothers how to stay well and the teaching to the mother 
of a new-born baby how to keep her well baby well. That success 
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is paying dividends in marked reductions in maternal and infant 
mortality. The nurse assists the family to carry out specific 
medical advice for the mother’s and baby’s care. She assists with 
child health supervision by home visiting to the infant and pre- 
school child. In this program the nurse assists the mother in the 
control of communicable diseases through teaching the recogni- 
tion of early symptoms, the importance of isolation, and the 
value of immunization. The Crippled Children’s Service is con- 
cerned in the prevention of handicaps and the care and education 
of the handicapped child. Highty-eight home visits were made 
during the year. Through these contacts in the homes it was 
possible to discover a premature baby weighing 3% pounds who 
needed special care. An incubator was loaned to the home, 
proper medical supervision was ‘secured so that this baby had 
the advantage of a good start. ' 

The teacher is the key person in any school health program. 
She has the power to influence the present and future health of 
the child through habits and attitudes which are developed, and 
the knowledge of health and disease which is acquired in the 
classroom. In the Spring of 1944 an immunization program was 
carried out in the Bridgton schools. Fifty-nine families took 
advantage of this opportunity for protection, against diphtheria 
and smallpox. The use of diphtheria toxoid and smallpox vaccine 
has made these once-dreaded diseases practically non-éxistent, 
but will continue to do so only if 60% of the community is im- 
munized. 

Before the close of school, physical examination blanks were 
given to each school child. This plan gives the parents an oppor- 
tunity to select a physician for the school child’s physical exam- 
ination. 

During the first few months of the new year, school health 
examinations will be given to the first, fourth, seventh grades, 
freshmen and seniors. This program will be conducted by the 
public health nurse, the school physician, and members of the 
Health Council. In April, 437 pupils were tested with the audio- 
meter. The audiometer is a phonograph with ear-phones, which 
accurately records the amount of hearing loss of each pupil 
taking the test. Home visits are made to parents of school chil- 
dren showing defective hearing. The children who received 
medical care have now improved hearing. 

At the beginning of the school year the teachers tested the 
vision of all their pupils. The public health nurse retested the © 
vision of one hundred and thirty-two pupils with questionable 
eye defects. Home visits are also being made in behalf of the 
forty-four pupils with defective vision. 
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The establishment of a local school health committee usually 
increases the success of a good school health program. Prob- 
lems vary in every school. The level of health information varies 
tremendously. It is only by means of such a local committee 
truly representative of the entire community, that the program 
ean be put into effect. The committee serves as a means of lay 
as well as professional educaion and as a means of coordinating 
the efforts of various organizations active in improving child 
health. Health education should result in the development of 
acceptable health practices, scientific and wholesome attitudes, 
and the understanding of sound health principles. 

No one is closer to the life of the community than the public 
health nurse. She sees the coming of life, the problems of life, 
the happiness of life, the disaster of sickness. She sees the re- 
lationship of families to medical care, to schools, to business, 
and industry. With a strong interested lay group much can be 
accomplished. A great deal of credit should be given to the 
Health Council which was so instrumental in beginning plans 


for the health program in Bridgton. It is to be hoped that this ~ 


group will be reorganized and sustain interest in promoting a 
sound community health program.

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Report of the Northern Cumberland 
Memorial Hospital | 


What finer service can the citizens of a town have than a part 
in the alleviation of human suffering and the bringing of new 
life into the world? One hundred and seventy-five patients have 
received care and fifty babies have been born in the hospital be- 


cause Bridgton folks would not see the community without such .- 


service. All this in 1944. 
A year and a half ago it looked to the Trustees as if it would 


be necessary to close. Funds were insufficient to pay. for light 
and heat. The Delivery Room and nursery were both unsanitary 


according to modern needs and the equipment ineffectual to the 
point of danger. Today Bridgton has as fine a Delivery Room 
and Nursery as may be found in a small hospital. 

The old twisting staircase pr esented a hazard to patients votes 
‘carried to the second floor. During the last year this. situation 
was rectified by a new stairway with a landing. There is now 
ample room to carry a stretcher patient and turn on the landing. 

The ceilings of several rooms were badly cracked and in one 
instance the plaster falling. New and lower ceilings have been 
constructed where needed. Lowered ce have brought a 
consequent drop in heating needs. i 

The generous contributors to the Dr. Abbott Memorial Fund 
have made possible the purchase of an “Xray machine and | the 
construction of a dark room for developing the pictures. The 
value of the investment is. already proving itself by use, 

Mrs. Stewart and Mrs. Dow are to’ be commended for their 
splendid service. We wish to thank the various towns and_ or- 
ganizations which have helped during the year. 

We look forward to even finer services. It is our hope that at 
some time in the future a small surgery will: be possible to | eare 
for accident cases and minor operations.
